OTTAWA, Dec, 16—Canada’s 
war effort thus far “has been a 
continued exhibition of unpre- 
Paredness,” Hon, Dr. R, J. Man- 
ion, Conservative leader, declared 
in a statement given the press 
Friday, 

Commenting on Prime Minister 
Mackenzie King's announcement 
Thursday that parliament would 
open Jan, 25, Dr. Manion said “this 
is at least two weeks, if not three, 

Jater than it should have been.” 

Dr. Manion said he particularly 
criticised the government for the 

manner in which soldiers have 
been equipped and for alleged slow- 
ness in arranging pay for depend- 
ents, 

With only 2 few days before 
Christmas, Dr, Manion urged the 
government to move at once to 
see all dependents’ allowances are 
paid, even if mistakes are made. 
These could be corrected later, 

The regular parliamentary session 

should have been called as early as 
possible “in order to obtain through 
parliament the information to

Two days commercial fishing will 
be allowed in Lake Wabamun this 
month, according to a ministerial 
order issued by Hon. D. B. Mul- 
len, minister of agriculture. The 
order permits fishing on Tuesday, 
Dec. 19, and Wednesday, Dec. 20, 
“when nets shall be lifted once only 


on Wednesday and Thursday be-| 


fore noon of each day.” 

Following these two days, fishing} 
will re-commence for commercial 
fishermen, in Lake Wabamun on 
Monday, Jan. 8, and will continue 
each Tuesday, Wednesday, Thurs- 
day and Friday of each week until 
March 31, when all fishing shall} 
cease, providing the limitation for 
the season is 300,000 pounds of| 
whitefish and when this limitation | 
is reached, all fishing is to stop. 

In Pigeon Lake, commercial fish-| 
ing will commence after Monday, 
Jan. 8, and will continue each Tues- 
day, Wednesday, Thursday and Fri- 
day until March 31 when the seasen 
will terminate. 

Limit of 300,000 pounds has been 
set for the season in Lake Waba- 
mun, which is a reduction of 400,000 
pounds over the previous season,

The German pocket battleship 
Admiral Graf Spee, surprised in 
the South Atlantic off the coast of 
Uruguay, was engaged by the 
British cruisers Exeter, Achilles 
and Ajax and, after an all-day 
running battle with the lighter- 
armed British craft, fled badly 
crippled into the neutral harbor 
of Montevideo. 

In expelling Russia, the League 
council put its entire technical or- 
ganization at the disposal of the 
Finns and urged League members 
to give Finland all possible aid. 
Prime Minister Chamberlain de- 
clared Russia’s acts had “outraged 
the conscience of the whole world” 
and announced Britain was hurry- 
ing deliveries of aircraft and other | 
supplies. France and United States 
also promised help. 


FINNS FIGHTING HARD 

After 16 days of fighting the} 
Finns still were struggling valiant- | 
ly, holding the Red army to modest 
gains and at the same time organ- | 
izing counter-attacks. The most | 
dangerous Russian thrust appeared | 
to be directed at Finland's “waist” 
—an attempt to cut the country in| 
two by driving through the central | 
area to the Gulf of Bothnia. In the 
far north the Canadian-owned nickel | 
mines were reported to have been 
blown up by the retreating Finns. 


The second British naval suc- 
cess of the week was the damag- 
ing of a German cruiser in the 
North Sea by a submarine. This 
underwater craft, which a day 
previously had spared the liner 
Bremen rather than follow Ger- 
many’s example in violating in- 
ternational law, also succeeded in 
sinking a German U-boat. 

In an attempt to finish off the 
damaged German cruiser, Royal Air 
Force planes attacked enemy war- 
ships convoying her to port. The 
R.A.F. also established an air patrol 
of enemy island bases across the 
North Sea in an endeavor to keep 
a check on activities of German 
mine-laying seaplanes, On Thursday 


and Friday these bases were 
bombed. 
BRITAIN LOSES WARSHIP 

The week's most serious British 


loss at sea Was the sinking 1n col- 
lision of the destroyer Duchess, with | 
a loss of 120 lives. German raiders, 
submarines and mines continued to 
take a daily toll of two or three 
allied or neutral merchantmen, On 
the other hand, several German 
ships were scuttled by their crews | 
when intercepted by British war-| 
ships and a German freighter was 
captured off the west coast of South 
America,

sat for Prince, P.E.L, until 1921 
when he went back to Ontario and | 
was elected for North York, hold- | 
ing that seat until 1925, In 1926 he | 
was elected for Prince Albert, Sas- | 
katchewan, and has represented 
that constituency since, From 1909 
until 1911 he was minister of labor | 
in the Laurier cabinet. } 

The prime minister's other activ- | 
ities have been varied, but all were 
along the lines of political science 
and sccial welfare. From 1912 to 
1914 he was president of the Gen- 
eral Reform Association of Ontario 
and from 1914 to 1917 was engaged 
}upon an investigation of industrial 
relations under the auspices of the 
Rockefeller Foundation, | 


SERVICES UTILIZED } 

During this period his services 
were utilized in keeping the w' eels 
of industry turning in the United 
States to ensure war supplies reach- 
ing the allies and he was given great 
credit for averting war-time strikes 
and tie-ups in various key indus- 
tries, During that period, from 1914 | 
to 1920 he was also a member of 
the national executive of the Can- 
adian Patriotic Fund. 

Rt. Honorable Mr, King has been 
prime minister of Canada three 
times.

HIT TOURISTS 


Campaign Launched By 
Enemies Is Hurting 
Canada Travel 


By GRANT DEXTER 
Edmonton Bulletin Ottawa Bureau 
OTTAWA, Dec. 15—The enemy 

has struck and struck shrewdly at 
Canada, 

False stories launched over a 
wide area of the United States have 
had a marked effect on the tourist 
trade, Detailed figures are not 
available but it will not surprise 
Ottawa if as much as $50,000,000 
have been clipped off Canada's in- 
come: off a source of income of vital 
importance to us in war time. Can- | 
ada’s tourist revenue in 1937 was! 
$294,700,000 and it was only a little 
less in 1938. The great bulk of this, 
indeed all but about $20,000,000 is 
spent by tourists from the United 
States. 


CASUALTIES IN DOLLARS 

The fall of the year, the hunting 
season, is one of the most popular 
seasons for tourists, and the season 
of winter sports is just beginning. 

Placed in relation to our war 
effort, the importance of Ger- 
many’s first attack on Canada is 
plain, This is, indeed, a “strange” 
war. The first major Canadian 
casualties have been dollars, not 
men. Yet, projected over a year, 
the less of tourists’ dollars might 
all but equal our war expendi- 
ture, 

The tourist trade dropped steeply 
after the outbreak of war, For a 
time this caused little surprise and 
no anxiety at Ottawa. And then 
letters began to come in from 
widely separated points — from 
Boston, New York, Cleveland, Chi- 
cago, Spokane, San_ Francisco, 
Seattle and other cities. 


STRANGE RUMORS 

“I am told that if I come to Can- | 
ada, my car will be seized and used 
by your government for war pur- 
poses.” 

“L hear that your government is 
taking from tourists all their money 
and giving them worthless Canadian 
dollars.” 

“Is it true that under war condi- 
tions you only give U.S. tourists 59 
cents for a United States’ dollar?” 

“Have the usual privileges of | 
entry into Canada been with- 
drawn? Do you, as we hear, fre- 
quently hold U.S. citizens who 
visit your country. Do you put | 

| 


them in jails and other places of 
detention until they can prove 
they are not German agents? I 
can scarcely believe this but I am 
told that it is true.” 

“We understand here that you no 
longer desire tourists to enter Can- 
ada. We are very sorry because. . .” 

The remarkable thing about these 
letters was that they fell into one 
of half a dozen patterns. The } 
writers had heard substantially the | 
same stories. They asked the same | 
questions, For example, the 59 cent 
story came from widely separated | 
points, Why 59 cents? Why not 55/ 
cents or 63 cents? 


GERMANS RESPONSIBLE 

There was but one answer. Ger- 
man agents were responsible for 
these stories, The Tourist Bureau 


of the Transport Department made}. 


detailed inquiries. But it was not 
possible to trace the stories to their | 
original sources. In one case it was | 
a hotel clerk who said that a guest! 
had arrived and remarked that he 
had “just got out” of Canada. “Boy | 
how they cleaned me out.” That 
was how the 59 cent story began in 
that city. 

Always !t was the same, Men 
and women who passed them- 
selves off as victims of Canada’s 
wartime restrictions turned up 
dramatically at tourist agencies, 
hotels, filling stations. They told 
their stories. They had just 
escaped with, their cars, but they 
knew of many who hadn't, They 
had just made the ferry or had 
just got across the bridge or 
through the barrier—but many 
had not and they knew that many 
good U.S. folk were being locked 
up by Canada’s intelligence 
police. And are they tough! 

Leo Dolan, head of the Tourist 
Bureau, has been doing his utmost 
to counteract these stories. There 
have been radio announcements by 
ministers and by high officials. 
Statements have been issued by the 
government. Every means of com- 
munication is being used to tell our | 
neighbors that Canada is as free to} 
them as always; that they are, if 
that could possibly be, more wel- 
come to come in war ¢me than in 
peace time. No change whatsoever 
has been made in the regulations 
governing entry into and departure 
from Canada, It is as easy to visit 
Canada today as it was six months 
ago. 


MONEY WORTH MORE 

And it is cheaper. Tourists from 
the United States get the full bene- 
fit of the premium on United 
States’ dollars. The moment they | 
cross the line their money is worth 
ten per cent more 

Bout lies spread rap‘dly and are 
hard to overtake. For the next few 
months, the Tourist Bureau will 
watch the returns anxiously, We 
have lost this first engagement. 
We were taken completely by 
surprise. But the counter attack 
is now gathering force, Time will 
tell how successful it will be. 

And, don't forget, this is 
phase of the war in which every- 
body can do his part. If you are 
Writing to the United States, put in 
a@ word or two. If you meet a visitor 
from the south, tell him to spread 
the truth. If you visit the United 
States, don't wait to encounter the 
enemy's Hes—go out to meet them 
Talk to your friends. Perhaps they 
will talk in turn to their friends 
and ao the truth will be spread

cause the Finns insisted on retaining the independence they had 
won 22 years before. (Russia said the Finns crossed first.) The invad- 
ers bombed Helsinki and other cities, moved warships against Hangoe 
in the south and Petsamo in the north, and crossed into the land of 
lakes at a number of points (arrows). 

The historic route of invasion is along the isthmus north of Lenin- 
grad, where the Finns this time were prepared with a fortified line. 
The Russians pushed forward at several points here, also tried to cut 
Finland in two up near the Arctic, not far from Finnish nickel and 
Swedish iron mines, 

Everywhere the Finns fought back. They seemed hopelessly out- 
numbered (a fighting strength of 600,000 maximum against one of 14,- 
000,000) but their lake-studded land was a defence asset even though 
Russia had picked the right time to hit—when the lakes were frozen
